Holiday visiting gives a special 
warmth to the season and the bus- 
tle of home preparations only adds 
to the air of anticipation, 

Whether yqu’re,a grandparent 
expecting your annual flock of 
grandchildren, an aunt or uncle liy- 
ing alone or a caregiver to young 
children in their home or in yours, 
remember this important warning. 
Increasingly, accidental poison 
exposures and ingestions occur in 
the home of an elderly relative or 
other adult whose household is not 
set up with children’s needs in 
mind. 

Here are some tips to keep 
young guests safe and healthy any- 
time they visit, 

Clean out medicine cabinets 
periodically. Discard leftover pre- 
scription medicine when the condi- 
tion for which it was prescribed 
has been treated, Get rid of old 
medicines by flushing them down 
the drain or toilet. Rinse out all 
empty medicine containers of 
residue before putting in the trash. 

Dispose of household products 
properly. Did you overstock on 
sale items or change your mind 
about something you purchased? 
Now is the time to get rid of them. 
Donate unused products to a shel- 
ter or dispose of them properly. 

Keep medicines and household 
products out of the reach of chil- 
dren.
